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DECEMBER  TRIP  TO  CONN  LAKE 

On  Sunday,  December  9,  1956,  about  60  persons,  representing  both  the 
Golden  Gate  and  Mount  Diablo  Audubon  Societies,  proceeded  in  a caravan  of 
15  cars  from  Napa  to  the  State  Game  Farm  near  Yountville  and  after  a brief 
stop  there  on  to  Conn  Lake,  the  chief  goal  of  the  trip.  Areas  along  the  south 
and  east  shores  were  visited  before  1 p.m.,  and  woodland  areas  above  the  west 
end  of  the  lake  in  the  afternoon.  The  weather  was  excellent.  The  following 
86  species  of  birds  were  seen:  Horned  Grebe,  Western  Grebe,  Pied-billed

Dec.  30,  1956.  As  in  the  San  Francisco  Count,  the  areas  covered  are  divided  into 
major  blocks,  each  containing  relatively  similar  habitats  (a  few  areas  containing  mixed 
and  contrasting  habitats  were  not  segregated  in  the  listings  this  year,  e.g.,  those  of  columns 
V and  VIII  which  contain  some  hill  woodland — grassland  habitats  similar  to  other  blocks, 
but  also  different  habitats).

wood  Park,  and  Oakland  Rose  Garden;  (VI)  Mills  College,  Leona  Heights,  Arroyo 
Viejo  Canyon,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  and  W.  side  San  Leandro  Reservoir;  (VII) 
San  Pablo  Reservoir,  Bear  Creek  Road,  Cascade  Lake  and  Orinda;  (VIII)  Lafayette, 
Saint  Mary’s  College  and  lake,  Moraga,  upper  end  of  San  Leandro  Reservoir,  and  Red- 
wood Regional  Park.
